Killed 
While 
Graying. 


A terrible visitation of Providence 
was inflicted on the inhabitants of the 
village of St. Mahlen, near Hildeshera, 
not far from Berlin, Germany. The 
result is that six persons are dead, 
twenty are injured and four are com- 
pletely blind. 
The village church is a 
wreck and the people are in the depths 
of despair. 


That section of the country has been 
visited recently by unusually severe 
hail ftorms, which have done a great 
deal of damage, both to property and 
to crops. 
Tne residents, who are a 
deeply religious class, assembled in the 
village church last Thursday to pray 
for the cessation of the storms. 
While

the mighty loll of Heaven's artillery 
completely drowned the pleading voices 
of the distressed villagers. 


The storm grew in intensity, and 
while the entire congregation 
were 
kneeling in an earnest prayer for its 
abatement, the church was struck by 
lightning, shivering the great roof into 
hundreds of pieces. 
Four persons were 
instantly killed by the flash and the 
falling timber. 
Twenty j^rsons were 
more or less injured. 
Four others were 
seriously injured. 
Four others were 
made entirely blind. 
The frightened 
people 
became 
panic-stricken and 
made a wild rush for the doors. In 
their mad eflbrts to escape two chidren 
were trambled to death. 


An lndian(Pn'^il 
Attempts 
Suicide, 
A young Indian 
named 
Edwaid 
Yankdon tried to end his existence last 
Tuesday night in the Dauphin County 
prison. 
He had run away from the 
Carlisle Training School, and was ar- 
rested upon a telegram. 
After being 
placed in a cell, he tied a leather shoe 
lacer about |his neck, and was almost 
strangled to death, when his groans at- 
tracted the attention of a watchman. 
He was restored, and placed in irons 
to prevent his doing further harm lo 
himself. 
Yankdon had broken the 
rules of the school, and ran away to 
escape punishment. 
He went back to 
Carlisle with an officer of the school 
Wednesday evening.

The Supreme Court of the United 
States has just confirmed the validity 
of the Edmunds Anti-Polygamy law. 
This law, among other things, dissolved 
the Mormon church corporation, an- 
nulled its charter, dirjcted the appoint- 
ment of a receiver to wind up its af- 
fairs, and escheated to the United 
States all the real estate owned by the 
church in exccss of $50,000 which was 
not, on the date of the passage of the 
act, held for purposes of worship or 
burial. 
When.the United Slates, un- 
der the terms of this act, began pro- 
ceedings to confiscate about $750,000 
worth of property held by the churc h, 
the church suit was brought to have 
the Edmunds law declared unconstitu- 
tional, on the ground that Congress had 
assumed judicial powers, but the Su- 
preme Court decides in favor of the 
United States and that settles it. This 
will be the end of the Mormon church 
and polygamy. 


J. M. Shellenberger, the forger and 
embezzler, was placed on trial at 
Doylestown, Thursday. He pleaded 
guilty to the 18 bills of indictment 
against him. 
After hearing testimony 
the Judge sentenced him to undergo 22 
years' imprisonment at hard labor in 
the Eastern Penitentiary, giving the 
prisoner a scathing lecture. A great 
crowd was present. 
Shellenberger 
broke down, and heard his doom with 
groans and sobs.

But the 
bear did not seem disposed to start a 
light, and as he did not charge, I moved 
away cautiously and climbed backward 
up the side of the ravine a few yards, 
got behind a large rock that would 
serve as :: bre«istwork and rolled a few j 
bovrlders down into the brush in revenue 
for the scare old Bruin i.ad given me. 
He remonstrated by s. growl or two. and 
then I heard him making his wav down 
the rarlue. 


Subsequent events make me thank iny 


stars that the bear didn't take the trou- 
ble to follow me up the side of that 
gorge. Jack Waddell, an old mountain- 
eer, was in the same ravine a few days 
later walking along a ledge about thirty 
feet above the stream when he saw a 
a large grizzly on the other side. Jack 
thought he was pretty safe and opened 
the fight by sending a .50 calibre ex- 
plosive bullet into the bear's shoulder. 
The grizzly sprang into the air when 
struck, but when he recovered from his 
suiprise he saw Jack and started prompt- 
ly uown the bank to cross the ravine and 
"get zz him. 
Jack knocked tat bear 


down twice with explosive balls before 
he reached the creek, and twice more 
while he was crossing the little stream, 
but the grizzly got up every time and 
seemed more determined, to reach his as- 
saiiaat. 


lie rushes upon a man at full speed, and 
overthrows him with the impetus of the 
assault, at the same time striking a s wing- 
.ing blow with his ponderous paw. Im- 
agine an animal weighing iialf a ton 
hurling himself head first against a man, 
and then believe what you please about 
the hunters who stop the onslaught with 
a bowie knife. The grizzly stands four 
feet high at the shoulders, and he can 
strike a man in the iace without rising 
on his hind legs. Usually he does strike 
at the head so swiftlv that no man can 
dodge the blow, and the man who sur- 
vives such a stroke is verv luckv. I have 
seen full grown steers killed bv'one blow 
of a grizziv s paw, the »eek being broken 
in every instance. 


John Searies. a leading citizen of Saa 


Bernardino, is one of the few men who 
have lived to tell ho«- it feels to be hit 
by a grizzly. 
A few years ago he met 


a large bear in the mountains near Port 
Tejon and shot him in the shoulder. 
Beiore he" could reload the bear rushed at 
him and cuffed him on the head, first

WATCn YOVK POTATOKS, 


If you iind they are rotting, says a 
iiew Jersey correspondent of

Gentlemnn^ 
take a lar^e two-horse 
plow, straddle the-row, plow well to the 
left and about two inches under the po- 
tatoes, whop them upside down, and let 
them be there until you want ,to market 
•or put theai away for winter. 
Any po- 
tato that is sound (even with white 
:spooks on it) will keep sound in this in- 
verted furrow. 
I have saved my crops 
by this method. 
If you pull a few out 
•by the vines catching on the plow, pick 
them up, but leave the potatoes iu the 
furrow covered with earth, and do not 
put them iu heaps or iu the buildings, as 
they will rot. 


rorcoRK FON PROFIT. 


The fact is suggested to those looking 
about to ''dodge competion'* in crops, 
that popcorn is always in demand; many 
times the quantity now grown would be 
used if raised. 
Children are fond of it, 
and it is better for them than nuts and 
•candy, and apparently just as satisfac- 
tory. 
The price ran^Jes from seventy-live 
• cents to $2 per bushel of cars, it being 
the latter here now, and scarce at that. 
A neighbor sold his crop last fall, nearly

A New York dealer offers to

The sod be- 
camb very hard and solid. 
Tlie grass 
was fine, and a fair crop was obtained, 
but not near what should have been 
.iirown, tis it was the most natural grass- 
land on the farm. 
This was carried on 
for years—long enough to demonstrate 
whether that was the right way to man- 
age the meadow. 
It was finally broken 
up, and a crop of corn raised, followed 
by spring wheat, aud 
then seeded to 
dover.

WIRE NETTING IX THE GAnDEX. 


The suggestion is made in Garden 
and. 
J'bmi to substiite^te wire-netting for bean- 
poles and pea brush in village gardens. 
The galvanized wire-netting sufficient for 
a row of peas, beans, or tomatoes 150 
feet long, it is affirmed, will cost twenty 
cents a year only, if ordinary care be 
taken of the netting when not in use. 
In 
•using the wire only a fev,^ stout stakes are 
.needed, which can be put away under 
cover "wlien not in use, and it makes the 
neatest kind of a trellis i:raginable. 
It 
-throAvs no shade and always presents a 
point to tW to. 
Tomatoes usually need 
a good deal of tying with most methods of 
training, but on ?».e wire-netting they 
fioon get their shoots interlocked in the 
meshes and only need the occasional ty- 
iua: in of a branch. 
This netting is not 
only cheaper than the various patent trel- 
lises oiiered for sale, but is much better 


• every way. 
Tiie netting is largely used 
for poultry-yard inclosures. 
A wider 
grade is used, so as to make a fence seven 
feet high by the help of a base-board 
.twelve inches wide. 
There is no reason 
why these poultry-yard fences could not 
•be made both beautiful and 
useful by 
using them to support grapevines, trained 
high, so as to have the fruit out of tlie 
way of the poultry. 
The vines would be 
benefited by tlie droppings of the fowls 
.and the fowls by the »hade of the vines. 


PEimLIZEKS FOn OXTS, 


It is a serious question with many farm- 
ers, particularly in the Central West, to 
what extent fertilizers can be employed 
at a profit. 
Jacob Zellers, a contestant 
in the America?i 
AgricuItJirht 
competi- 
tion last year, applied 800 pounds of 
phosphate on his acre of oats and har- 
vested thirty bushels. 
The laud for six- 
teen years had been in a four-year rota- 
tion of oats without manure, then wheat 
drilled iu with grass-seed and 200 pounds 
per acre of bone meal, 
after having 
twelve two-horse loads of manure plowed 
under, the hay crop being followed the 
fourth year by corn. 
The crops were 
fifteen bushels per acre of oats and wheat, 
two tons of hay and forty bushels of corn. 
The practical result is therefore an in- 
crease of fifteen bushels in yield by the 
USB of 800 pounds of phosphate. 
This 
certainly did not pay, even 
allowing 
liberally,for the plant-food remaining in 
the soil. 
There are evidences in Mr. 
Zellers's report that lead to the conclu- 
sion that very much less fertilizer would 
have had the same result at a cost that 
would have proved a profitable invest- 
ment. 
It is a simple matter for farmers 
to find out how much fertilizer it will 
pay to use by applying varying quantities 
to strips of land and noting Avhich plot 
gives the most profitable crop. 
In the 
case of J. C. Miller, Fairfield County, 
Ohio, a clay loam that had never been 
manured—a corn stubble—was stirred 
three or four inches deep with a spring- 
tooth cultivator, followed by four har- 
; -rowings with the Thomas harrow, twice 
each way alternately, and was rolled 
twice. 
Then 400 pounds of phosphate 
were drilled in, after which two and one- 
half bushels of AVhite Bonanza oats were 
drilled in crosswise with 200 pounds of 
bone meal. 
Just before the last harrow- 
ing, 100 pounds of salt was broadcasted, 
and 150 pounds of nitrate of soda -was 
sown by hand five days after planting. 
At fifty cents, the crop of sixty-nine 
bushels 
just about paid for itself.-;—

process—a very 
.simple one—promises to bo useful and 
• elïective for the increased consumption 


• of milk. 
This is the sterilizi^ioi of the 
milk by heating it and thus destioying 
all germs of decomposition after it has 
been inclosed in perfectly air-proof bot- 
tles, 
There is no secret or difficulty 
about the process, which may be carried 
through in any well-arranged dairy, I5ul 
it is a curious instance of the ignorance 
'Of many persons not practically 
ae- 
.quainted 
with 
the dairy business 
to 
notice the claims of the promoters of the 
•enierprise for tlie preparation and sale 
this sterilized milk, which v/ill keep in- 
•definitely and is especially adapted for 
the nursing of infants. 
In a small pam- 
phlet sent out by a company formed to 
-carry on this business it is stated that 
•'»themilk is carefully freed by 
filtering 
from every particle of droppings from 
the cow unavoidably falling into the 
milk pail," and *'from excrements adher- 
ing to the udder and surrounding'parts," 
Jt is right that this point should be e.\- 
piained in regard to the milk prepared 
by this company, but jt is a remarkable 
insinuation against the cleanliness of the 
farmers whc supply milk for sale, and an 
-example of amazing ignorance of the cus- 
toms prevailing in even the average milk 
•dairies, Avhere such 'Minavoidable 
filth" 
'cau never possibly fall into 
the milk,— ,

The great mistake of those who begin 
the cultivation of potatoes is that they 
do not commence soon enough. 
They 
iind the price high at planting time; 
conclude then that a crop will be a 
:)rofitable investment, plow their land. 
)uy seed at a high price, put it in with 
as little care as possible, and generally 
make a failure. 
J'.itherthe crop is poor, 
or the price at selling time is low, as it 
IS very apt to be when seid potatoes are 
dear. 
If we wantecx to give the best 
assurance of a successful lesult, 
we 
would reverse every one of tho condi- 
tions 
herein 
specified. 
Plant 
most 
freely when potatoes at planting time 
arc cheap. The preparation of the «-round 
ought to begin at least the fall before. 
If it IS a sod, cover it liberally with 
whatever manure can be spared. 
Most 
of this will, by tho next spring, work 
Its way down through tho soil, fertiliz- 
ing and making active the fertility in 
the particles as it follows down the grass 
or clover roots. 
The bhelter to tho sur- 
face will make the grass leaves turn 
pale, and as soon as the land is plowed, 
the manure and grass roots will causo a 
rapid Jcrmentation, that will keep the 
soil moist all summer. 
On land thus 
prepared tho grower is reasonably sure 
of a profit, whether the selling price of 
potatoes bo high or low.

T h h it Xht tcftaon when in r^ost farm- 
e n ' hornet pork nnd beef are pac ked for 
us© durin;; the year.

The bloody pieces, and all parts 
in which a particlo of blood is attarhod, 
should bo put ono side for immediate 
use, by boiling for mince meat or used 
for Srtupage. 
Blood will cause the whole 
barrel to spoil and become worlhless. 
I'se plenty of salt. 
After the pieces 
have been in pickle two or three weeks 
lake them out and rub them with salt- 
petre. 
This will harden the surfnce and 
prevent taking too much salt.

oil all that rises and then

T h e Bun'alo M o t h . 


Ono of the most destructive insects 
that exists is the buffalo moth. 
For a 
long time entomologists have been tryin^i 
to tind something that will destroy these 
little pests, but have been unsuccessful. 
One now says that gasoliue. naphtha and 
bcnxine are equally etiicacious. 
It istho

Tub of the moth that does the mischief, 
t measures a little less than an eighth of 
an inch in length. 
It is dark in color 
and sliphtly hairy, and has a bright line 
of red down the centre of its body. 
It 
feeds on the pollen of various 
shrubs 
and is particularly found of spirea. 
It 
is not wise to have a bush of this plant 
near the house. 
The beetle will tly from 
it into the house and lay its eggs in any 
woolen substance it can find, particularly 
in the edges of the Carpets. 
It is a good 
thing for housekeeper^ to place camphor 
or pepper under the carpets and make 
it as disagreeable for the moths as they 
can. 
They will then very probably mf^ve 
to more welcome quarters.

Prcparin^c T r i p e at, H o m e . 


To prepare tripe, have the refuse 
emptied out and the stomacli rinsed off 
in cold water; then with a sharp knife 
cut it up in pieces eightor twelve inches 
B<,uare. 
Have a tub or large kettle with 
six gallons of water, in which a quart of 
unslacked lime has been well stirred; ]f 
the lime has been air-slacked it will re- 
quire twice the quantity. 
Throw tl^ 
pieces of tiipe into the solution and stir 
occasionally and let it stana in this ten 
or twelve hours; then take a piece of 
board and rest upon the edge of the tub 
or kettle, with one end in the water. 
With a sharp knife scrape off all the 
slime and colored secretions, which will 
come oif verv easily. 
As each piece is 
scraped clean throw it into a pail of clean 
water and rin<ic it so that no impurities 
remain on any part of it. Now put it into 
a lavge pan or jar, dissolve two table- 
spoonfuls of baking soda in three gallons 
of water and pour over it and let it 
stand a day or two; then boil in fresh 
water until tender. 
Drain off and put 
into' a crock and pour sharp vinegar 
with half a teacup of salt over it; let it 
stand a couple of days and it will be 
ready to use either fried, boiled or un- 
cooked, and is very nice and palatable. 
Lye made of hardwood ashes may be 
used in place of lime, and it will be just 
as clean and good, but will not look 
quite as nice as when cleaned with lime.

Just here let me tell thee how to pre- 
pare i'Jit for frying that will not have the 
disagreeable taste or smell that lard has, 
neither will it be so expensiro. 
Have

fat, and cut it up into small 
pieces. 
When it is brought into the kitchen, put 
It into a large pan, and cover it over with 
cold water, letting it stamd a half hour 
or so, as convenient. 
Then take it out, 
putting it into a broad kettle over the 
stove to gradually try out. 
When done 
Btrain it off into pan with some cold 
water in the bottom. All impurities will 
settle in the water or on the cake of fat, 
and the next day it can be melted over 
and poured into jars for use. For frying 
I prefer deep lat for many things, also 
the kettles for that purpose, consisting 
of a double kettle, the lower one for the 
fat, with a side handle for allowing the 
upperone, which has holes in it, to bo 
hung upon it, and so drain off all super- 
fluous fat from the articles fried.

all pieces of fat from steaks or roasts of 
beef saved, tried out and 
strained. 
Chicken fat as it ifl taken from the chick- 
ens before thoy are cooked, is very nice 
for making molasses gingerbread, and, 
by some, considered nice for shortcakes 
and biscuit. 
Mutton fat I know of no 
use for (as it is Impossible to 
disguise 
the taste) except for chapped hands and 
the like, but a 1 such scraps are good for 
loap grease, and that can be easily made 
snd is very useful for cleaning purposes.

A Slanloy Kemlnlscence. 


I remember on one occasion, when 1 
wa^ staying with Stanley at Leopoldville, 
; Congo State, Africa, he invited me to 
accompany him on a cruise round Stanley 
Pool. 
He had arranged to meet an im- 
portant chief named Ngantshu, on an 
island in that lake-like expansion of the 
Congo. 
Ngantshu had hitherto been 
reported as deei'dedly hostile to Stanley's 
advance up river, but a meeting was ar- 
ranged and isgantsnu had come down 
the river some 150 miles to see '*Bula 
Matadi" and confer with him. 
He 
arrived escorted by a number of canoes 
and many followers and a show of state. 
Above all, he brought with him his an- 
cestral fetish, a horrid-looking object 
made of a monkey's skull and red clay, 
studded with cowries and hung with 
little bells. 
This thing, to his mind and 
^'bringing up," embodied the spirits of 
his departed ancestors, 
and must be 
treated with great consideration and re- 
spect 
Libations of palm wine must be 
pouied over its head when it is thirsty, 
and chewea-up food spat into its mouth 
when it was anhungered 
The fetish 
was introduced deprccatingly to "'Bula 
Matadi." 
Instead of doing as so many 
heedless explorers would have done— 
rudely laughing and saying: 
'*What 
nonsense! 
Ask 
him 
why 
he 
be- 
lieves 
in 
such 
rot?" 
Stanley 
gravely 
sent 
for 
a 
camp 
chair 
and respectfully seated the fetish in it, 
so that íígantshu's ancestors might be 
present at the conference, 
and when 
iS'gantshu squirted palm wine over the 
beaded skull of 
the fetish and spat 
chewed-up fish and manioc into its grin- 
ning mouth, Stanley, 
w th a serious 
face, followed suit with weak claret-and- 
water and minced chicken. 
The result 
was that Kgantshu bigned a treaty and 
was forei^er after Stanley's friend. 
No 
doubt, long since the Baptist missiona- 
ries cr the r athers of the Catholic mis- 
sion established at the mouth of the Kwa 
have taught h'gantshu that his ancestral 
fetish is foolish and useless and dirty, 
and have gently persuaded him to put it 
away, but this remit would not have 
been eas er brought about had Stanley, 
on his first acquaintance, commenccd by 
jeering and ilouting the savage's belief. 
That Stanley has constantly acquired the 
sympathy and respect of Africans those 
who have seen him at work can testify, 
and theiefore it is that those who know 
him to bft dead, for his decease, even in 
the heart of Africa—the death of "Stam- 
lee," ''Standili," "Mzungu 
Mkubwa," 
"Mundele Muncne," '»Bula Matadi"— 
would have made such a retentissement 
among the natives that the noise and 
news of it would have reached our ears.

of fiuit is ]jeculiarly delicate, and lia- 
ble to rapid decomposition if exposed to 
the atmosphere; it is, therefore, a wise 
provision of nature to place a strong and 
impervious coating over it, as a protec- 
tion against accident, and to prevent in- 
sect enemies from destroying the seed 
within. 
The skin of plums is wonder- 
fully strong compared with its thick- 
ness, and resists the action of water and 
many solvents in a remarkable manner. 
If not thoroughly 
masticated 
before 
taken into the stomach, this skin is rare- 
ly, if ever, dissolved by the 
gastric 
juice. 
In some cases, pieces of it adhere 
to the coats of the stomach as wet paper 
clings to bodies, causing more or less dis- 
turbance or inconvenience. 
J^aibins and 
dried currants are particularly trouble- 
some in this way, and if not chopped up 
before cooking, alK»uld be thoroughly 
chewed before swallííwing.

Cut the citron in pieces about twc 


inches square, and boil it in soda water 
until it is so tender that a straw will 
pierce it easily, then skim it out and let 
it He in weak alum water for three hours, 
and after that, in cold water for one 
hour. Make a syrup of one quart of wa- 
ter and four pounds of sugar for every 
four pounds of citron. Boil this syrup, 
removing all scum, until i£ is clear, then 
put in the citron and let it remain,cook- 
iusr slowly, until the sugar has penetrated 
it thoroughly, when it must be dipped 
out of the syrup and packed into jars. 
Boil the syrap until it becomes ropy, 
flavor it with lemon or stick cinnamon or 
extract of ginger, then pour it over the 
citron, sealing the jars as sooa as they 
are nlied.—Yankee Blade.

I>rinciple involved in the proposed law 
is not a weighty one, it is clearly prop- 
er that this emblem of the Union of 
forty two States should not be put to 
common uses.

FOn MAKING GOOD COFFEE. 


Most connoisseurs prefer a half-and- 
half mixture of Mocha and Java. 
To 
make for a family of four, wash one egg 
and break into a bowl, shell and all; 
beat with a fork until it is frothy, thea 
beat in a pint of cold w^atcr, a little at a 
time. 
Add a generous half pint of 
coiiee, mix thoroughly and pour into 
the pot. 
Set on the back of the rango 
where it will heat slowly half an hour,' 
keeping tho spout closed to prevent tho 
cscape of the aroma. 
Then add about a 
pint and a half of boiling water and 
briug to iv"boil, stirring down once or 
twice as the grounds gather at the top. 
Serve with plain or whipped cream or 
with condensed milk as preferred. 


CITRON I'RESEnVES, 


Cut tho citron in pieces about two 
inches square, and boil it in soda water 
until it is so tender that a straw will 
pierce it easily, then skim it out and left 
it lie in weak alum water for three hours, 
aud after that, in cold water for one 
hour. 
Make a syrup of one quart of wa- 
ter aud four pounds of sugar for every 
four pounds of citron. 
Boil this syrup^ 
removing all scum, until ij; is clear, then 
put in the citron and lot it remain,cook- 
ing slowly, until the sugar has penetrated 
it thoroughly, when it must be dipped 
out of the syrup and packed Into jars. 
Boil the syrup until it becomes ropy, 
flavor it with lemon or stick cinnamon or 
extract of ginger, then pour it over the 
citron, sealing the jars as soon as they 
are iillcd,—Yankee Blade. 


HAM PATE.

Housekeepers are often puzzled to de- 
vise a way to make the hard parts of a 
ham palatable. 
But after the better por- 
tion has been sliced oil, the remainder 
can be converted into a. very tempting 
ui^h. 


Cut all the meat from the bone and 
chop it flue, boll six eggs hard and chop 
them also. 
Put in the bottom of a small, 
deep pudding dish a layer of the chopped 
ham, then a layer of egg. 
Jloisten with 
cream sauce, add a second layer of ham, 
another layer of eggs, moisten 
again 
with bread-crumbs, dotted with bits of 
butter. 
Bake about half an hour or un- 
til the top is brown. 


The cream sauce consists of one table- 
spoonful of butter, one tablespoonful of 
flour, aud a cupful of milk. 
Melt tho 
butter and flour and stir in the milk.— 
Ladies' Homo Journal, 


TO I5AKE DRV FISIT. 


I>Iake a sauce of one and a half ounces 
of chopped fat bacon fried iu the bottom 
of a saucepan with one ounce of beef 
suet and two ounces of carrots, onions 
and tomatoes.

are brown, stir in three tablespoonful» 
of flour, which should also brown; add 
a quart of hot water and season with salt 
and pepper. 
Let this boil gently one 
hour, skimming it clear.

Clean the lish if it is a whole one, and 
lay it or the cut lish iu the dripping-pan 
on a few vegetables, slivered.
